The Mte was a point on the bench 
called by tbe Indtons "panama.** and 
Davila, or Pedrariaa, aa he was cnOed. 
gave the town tbe native name. In lUl 
the govefumen^ bishopfic and oolontote 
removed to the city, after great piiva- 
tloa and suffering, to which thousands 
perished. 

Some years later expeditions started 
from Ransms for the southern coast., 
that under Ptoarro going aa far as 
Pena.
